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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There are no clear antecedent bases in the claims for a number of elements such 
as "the fork" of claim 1 , line 2; "the wheel" of claim 1 , line 4; "the top and bottom end of 
the securing seat" of claim 1 , line 6; "the top and the bottom of the locking section" of 
claim 1 , lines 8-9; "the long axis" of claim 1 , line 10; "the wheel axle" of claim 1 , line 1 1 ; 
"the top and bottom edge of the braking main body" of claim 1 , line 12; "the later wall" of 
claim 2, line 1 . Also, lines 1-5 of claim 3 are unclear. 

Note that an example or manner of correcting a lack of antecedent basis is by 
changing "the" to -a- before the term or phrase that lacks a clear antecedent basis in 
the claim. 

4. Claims 1-3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

In claim 1, line 4 -a- should be inserted between "with" and "brake disc". 

5. Huang (850), Chen et al (910) and Juan (503) disclose disk brakes for bicycles. 

6. Applicants publication (US 2004/01 881 86 A1 ) is made of record.
